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Variances, ordinances dominate Tuesday’s Council meeting 


The City Council at the Tuesday evening meet¬ 
ing announced some upcoming dates of important 
meetings in Sierra Madre and they include a Mar. 30 
budget meeting at 6 p.m. and a community forum on 
city financing set for May 4. More information will 
be released on the second meeting soon. 

On Tuesday evening, the council passed a resolu¬ 
tion commending Contact Pasadena on its 20th an¬ 
niversary and the city group also announced Apr. 5-11 
as “Public Health Week.” 

Fkip Dammeyer was announced as Sierra Madre’s 
representative and nominee for Fifth District Out¬ 
standing Older American. There will be an awards 
ceremony and luncheon on Saturday, May 1, at 11 
a.m. in Dorothy Chandler Pavilion. 

On that same day. Sierra Madre will have its an¬ 
nual Clean-Up Day when all residents are invited to 
clear out their yards and garages, and bring all items, 
except hazardous items, to the city yards where West¬ 


ern Waste will dispose of them. 

The council recommended approval of the pro¬ 
posed Tentative Parcel Map as conditioned concern¬ 
ing the four-lot development at Santa Anita Drive/ 
Chantry Flat Road for M and H Investments. They 
also passed the final focused Draft EIR and the Con¬ 
ditional Use Permit. A separate CUP will be required 
fOT each lot, prior to development with a single-family 
dwelling. 

The council granted variance as amended and 
overruled the findings and denial of the Planning 
Commission at one of their earlier meetings. They 
also approved grading in excess of 2fi00 cubic yards 
per lot upon a finding of “good ca.ise.” Oualified, 
that points to grading that is necessary to obtain reason¬ 
able utilization of each lot providing such operations 
will not cause difficult to property or person, as is 
pointed out in the staff report. Specific grading plans 
are required for each lot. 


City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray was 
concerned about certain verbage, i.e., whether the 
report should refer to “grading plan” or “grading 
permit.” 

“It is important to take note that had litigation 
not begun prior to the ordinance, the outcome would 
have been quite different,” MacGillivray said. 

Mark Steres, attorney for M and H Investment, 
said, “The lawsuit was for a four-lot subdivision. 1 
thought the pads would be included. Looking at that 
suit is contingent on the grading plan. 1 don’t, how¬ 
ever, believe it will be a large hurdle.” 

MacGillivray pointed out that such statements 
were why she “nitpicks” at certain words, to make 
sure that everyone involved understands what each 
other is actually saying. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai said, “Some areas 
aren’t quite as smooth as we thought. Some of the 
words can be misconstrued unless they are changed 


at the very beginning...! want to make a point that 
this should not serve as precedence for future hillside 
developments. 1 would caution that this City Coun¬ 
cil and future City Councils note this in the light of 
the fact that there was litigation hanging over us that 
made this an unusual situation. Does the litigation 
go away now?” 

The city’s attorney, Virginia Percola, said that 
once the developer has a four-lot subdivision approved, 
the case goes away. It can be noted that this is not 
quite what Steres said. 

Two ordinances were introduced for first reading 
by title only: Ordinance No. 1098, modifies the pur¬ 
pose of the R-1 Single Family Residential Zone of the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code. 

The second ordinance, No. 1099, is mandated 
by the State Legislature. The Planning Commission 
addressed both at a recent meeting. Most projects

Small audience hears council budget debate last Tuesday 
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Sierra Madre City Council met on an off-week 
to discuss the dwindling city budget before a disap¬ 
pointingly small audience last Tuesday evening. Mar. 
16. The purpose of the meeting was to talk about the 
public awareness program they are embarking on and 
how it will help them solve city money woes. The 
same woes bond all California cities in a questionable 
fraternity. 

The city, they say, is running out of money, and 
council members are reaching for an action plan that 
will alleviate some of that pain. 

Their favorite plan is implementing a utility tax 
which would raise %Vi million annually (at a rate of 
5 percent). They are talking about a three-year tax. 
However, Mayor Gary Adams cautioned other mem¬ 
bers that they need to install a sunset clause of per¬ 
haps a year after which they would look over the plan 
and determine whether or not it has been successful 
and if it should be continued. 


City Council members also favor a utility tax be¬ 
cause they can install it without an election first; they 
can vote it in without going to the people first. They 
like it because the utility companies would collect the 
tax and refer it back to the city. 

At a 5 percent utility user tax, the city would col¬ 
lect about $572,900 annually. Broken down, the sum 
is as follows: Edison, between $3.18 and $7.04, de¬ 
pending upon whether the user is a domestic of heavy 
user; gas, between $1.85 and $6.88, depending upon 
regular or heavy use; telephone, $1.82; water, 95 cents; 
and cable TV, $1.32. That estimated monthly bill 
would equal $9.11 per month, above whatever you 
are now paying. 

At a 4 percent tax, users’ additional fee would 
be $7.29, which would raise $458,320 annually. A 3 
percent utility tax would bring in $343,740 annually. 
The users would pay an additional $5.47 monthly. 
These are all averages, of course. 


^ The potential for lost revenue for next year’s 
budget is $805,000. Broken down, this equals $385,000 
in property tax which we will lose to the state; $124,000 
in CRA funds; $300,000 in litigation; $6500 in cigarette 
tax; and $40,000 in the county assessor’s fee. 

The City Council hopes to put this shortfall back 
by charging the consumer an average $150 per custom¬ 


er. That number is based on 4715 Sierra Madre util¬ 
ity customers. There are 10,810 residents living in 
the 3.06 square miles of Sierra Madre. 

The $4.5 million general fund budget provides 
the following services to residents: police, library, 
fire, public works, youth and adult recreation and

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California ^hostile’ 
to small business 

Two weeks ago we published infor¬ 
mation about how small business owners 
perceive taxes and the regulatory climate 
in California. Most of them answer, 
“Hostile.” 

Forty-nine percent of the National 
Federation of Independent Business 
(NFIB)/California owners have either 
taken a look or are seriously considering 
moving their business out of the state. 
During the past year, 51 percent of those 
owners had to lay off workers. 

Another place in which these small 
business owners take great umbrage is 
the workers’ compensation climate in 
California. They believe that medical- 
l^al reform should be enacted immediately. 

Other key findings include: 

— Ninety-one percent believe the 
burden of proof for workers’ 
compensation stress claims 
should require a “sudden and 
extraordinary” event. 

— Eighty percent of members 
think all workers’ compensa¬ 
tion insurance carriers should 
be required to use a standard 
bid sheet when quoting premiums 
and details of a policy to bus¬ 
inesses. 

— Sixty-two percent of members 
think legislation should be en¬ 
acted to repeal the current min¬ 
imum rate law. The law allows 
insurance companies to charge 
a minimum rate, which is a per¬ 
centage charge added on to a 
calculated premium. 

Seventy percent support the school- 
of-choice concept, with the majority sup¬ 
porting the voucher system. Such edu¬ 
cational reform would allow parents to 
choose which schools their child attends. 
This would introduce a market element 
of competition into the education system 
making schools improve their perform¬ 
ance or risk losing students and the money 
that goes with them. 

In addition, nearly 86 percent feel 
the legislature should require state agen¬ 
cies to conduct a cost/benefit analysis 
of all proposed environmental rules and 
regulations in order to determine their 
cost impact on small business.

Pasadena interlude

There was a time, in what seems the just- 
gone yesterday, when the loading platform of 
the Santa Fe depot was a scene of great excite¬ 
ment. Huge trains, sometimes in two sections 
of 16 cars each, thundered into the station. They 
were powered by the most beautiful and efficient 
steam locomotives ever outshopped. Their smoke 
plume split the sky and the symphony of bell and 
whistle lifted the hearts of those who knew and 
loved them. 

Quite often, when the great and near-great 
of Hollywood boarded or detrained, the station 
was surrounded by limousines and chauffeurs. 
Reporters and photographers were everywhere. 
Sometimes, when the great event took place at 
night, klieg lights pierced the sky, so everyone 
might know that something special was going 
on. They were great moments, but it all hap¬ 
pened a long time ago. They are no more and 
will never return. 

The Depression, followed by the Great War, 
changed everything, including people, and when 
people change, so do lifestyles and economics. 
The war emphasized the need for speed, and 
when the war was over, commercial aviation 
exploded. Then came the jet engine. Now it 
was possible to fly to New York in a few hours, 
and most opted to do so rather than spend four 
days on a train. To the railroad’s credit, they 
fought back. They built new and better trains, 
improved the service and brought the meals to a 
new level of elegance. 

But the Great God Speed was an unbeatable 
enemy, and train travel started the long, slow 
decline that ended with the government subsi¬ 
dizing AMTRAK. The dining cars had always 
been losers as far as revenue was concerned, but 
they were a necessary part of the service. When 
the government took away the mail contracts 


and gave them to the airlines, the final, fatal 
blow was struck. 

It was the privilege of Pluma and I to ride 
some of the name trains of the western lines in 
their final days of glory, and memory is precious. 
For a time, we didn’t realize it, but we were en¬ 
joying the long but sad twilight of a romantic 
part of American history, something now van¬ 
ished, never to return. The railroads played a 
large part in the expanding and building of the 
nation and we are all indebted to them for the 
heritage that is ours. 

I shall never forget those times when we 
boarded the Super Chief in Pasadena. We set¬ 
tled into our compartment, knowing that we 
would have the best of food and service, and ^ 
that the trip would be most pleasant. With the 
click of wheels on rails, we fell asleep, confident , 
that the morrow would be a great day. 

Breakfast in the diner was always a special 
event, so much so that everyone dressed up for 
the occasion. The maitre d’ was impeccable, 
the waiter, competent. The napkins stood at 
attention on the spotless tablecloth and a yellow 
rose stood guard over the heavy, polished table 
service. There was the added bonus of watching 
America fly by in a motion picture unsurpassed. 

I hope it never happens, but someday, un¬ 
less there is a miracle, the last passenger train 
will depart from Pasadena. A large crowd will 
gather to see the historic event. There will be 
hugs, kisses, flowers and champagne. Then the 
train will silently move, go around the curve into 
the Valhalla of things loved and lost. The crowd 
will disperse, leaving the platform deserted. But 
not quite. In the background will be a large group 
of shadowy figures - ladies and gentlemen in 
high fashion dress. Like their mortal counter¬ 
parts, there will be roses, kisses and champagne, 
but with a difference - all the ghosts will be weep¬ 
ing.

Sierra Madre Fire Department 
releases 1992 Annual Report 


Sierra Madre Fire Department’s Annual Report 
in 1992 revealed that the department responded to a 
total of 680 alarms during that year with 216 for fires 
or other alarms and 464 in rescue missions. That 
breaks down to 31.8 percent to fires and 68.2 percent 
for rescue. 

The total fire loss was about $22,000 which re¬ 
flects a per capita loss of $2.05 per person based on 
the population of 10,727. 

There was one fatality during 1992, a suicide by 
fire during the summer in the brush area of Mt. Wil¬ 
son Trail. 

Average time from dispatch to completion? 
Twenty-three minutes for fires and 26 minutes for res¬ 
cue responses. How many firefighters responded 
per incident? An average of 13 during the day and 
16 during night time responses, according to the re¬ 
port by Fire Chief Ed Tracy. 

Broken down, the Bureau of Fire Prevention per¬ 
sonnel performed the following activities during the 
calendar year of 1992; total routine inspections, $1438; 
violation re-inspections, 387 and 387 violation notices 
written. Final notices equaled 86 and fumigation in¬ 
spections were 55. There were 72 weed abatement 
inspections and 52 public education presentations. 
Building plan check reviews came in at 129, fire 
six'inkler system reviews and inspections, both, at 83. 
During 1992 the bureau accumulated 373.25 hours 
of fire/rescue service call activity during the normal 
work day. 

, How does this compare with 1991? Fires/alarms 


in 1992 equaled 216, as we stated, and 325 in 1991. 
Rescue and first aid dropped by one, from 465 in 

1991 to 464 in 1992. 

Dwelling losses in 1991 equalled $113,750 and in 

1992 it stands at $22,000. Per capita loss in 1991 was 
$11.23 and in 1992, $2.05. 

Fire loss of $1000 to $5000 stood at 8.9 percent 
both 1991 and 1992. Loss from $100 to $1000 was at 
6.7 percent, and that under $100, for both years, was 
84.4 percent. 

Four citizens were injured in 1992 and there was 
one fatality, as we reported earlier. There were no 
injuries or fatalities in either 1991 and 1990. 

Fire suppression and service calls were as fol¬ 
lows during the year of 1992: January, 18; February, 
36; March, 16; April, 21; May, 21; June, 22; July, 
17; August, 20; September, 15; October, 27; Novem¬ 
ber, 12; and December, 18. The total is 243. 

Rescue/Emergency Medical Service calls last 
year were as follows: January, 32; February, 26; 
March, 50; April, 40; May, 48; June, 34; July, 43; 
August, 49; September, 36; October, 33; November, 
34; and December, 39. That total is 464. 

Average time at the scene for fire suppression/ 
service calls stands at 3.63 minutes at the scene and 
22.53 minutes to completion. 

Dispatch averages for the year are as follows: 
at the scene, 2.96 minutes, and completion, 26.10 
minutes. Statistics reveal that the time from the call 
to rolling for fire suppression is 1.38 minutes, and 
for rescue is 1.24 minutes.

How does Sierra Madre 
compare with other area 
cities in budget, services, 
fees? 

Arcadia and South Pas¬ 
adena have a long-stand¬ 
ing 5 percent utility tax 
while San Marino recent¬ 
ly imfdemented one. Mon¬ 
rovia has no utility tax. 

Arcadia, with 48,290 
population, spends $494 
per capita from the gen¬ 
eral fund. Monrovia, with 
35,761 people, spends 
$413. San Marino spends 
$487 per capita on its 
12.959 people and South 


Pasadena, $454, with 
24,000 population. 

In comparison, from its 
general fund. Sierra Madre 
spends $418 per capita on 
its 10,830 people. 

The library costs Arca¬ 
dia $31 per capita; Mon¬ 
rovia, $18 per capita; 
San Marino, $35 per cap¬ 
ita; South Pasadena, $39 
per capita; and Sierra 
Madre, $35 per capita. 

The police budget is 
$156 per capita for Arca¬ 
dia; $166 for Monrovia; 
$175, San Marino; $158, 
South Pasadena; and $120, 


Sierra Madre. 

Fire department bud¬ 
get in Sierra Madre is $27 
per capita, as compared 
with Arcadia at $116;

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In appreciation of books 

In the old days, not only was the Atlantic a 
hell of an ocean, as Burt Lancaster reminded us 
in “Atlantic City,” but people knew the value of 
books. When Moses came down from the moun¬ 
tain, he brought books, not a compact disc player. 
When Regulus defeated Carthage, the Roman 
Senate rewarded him by awarding his family the 
city’s books. When Mark Anthony wanted to 
impress Cleopatra, he bestowed on her the library 
of Pergamum, with its 200,000 volumes. 

A similar sense of proper values persisted 
until recently. In 1057, the German nun, Die- 
mude of Wessobrunn, traded her personally 
copied Bible for an entire farm. In the 12th cen¬ 
tury, an eminently sane vintner exchanged his 
considerable vineyard for a single prayer book. 
In 1331, King Edward III swapped 80 oxen for 
one illuminated volume. Book history teems 
with unleveraged buyouts like these. 

Today, in this high-tech age when informa¬ 
tion scientists refer to the book as an “on-line, 
real-time, random-access storage device,” such 
love of books can also seem medieval and quaint, 
a kind of Tome-ism. Nevertheless, as we scan 
for you hundreds of the year’s notable books, 
don’t fear being an anachronism. This is a grand 
tradition. Take the distinguished scholar, Des- 


iderius Erasmus (1466-1536). “When I get a lit¬ 
tle money,” he wrote, “I buy books. And if any 
is left over, I buy food and clothes.” 

Kinky, you say. but he ended up just fine, 
with several high schools named after him. Same 
goes for the eccentric French collector, Boulard, 
whose 600,000 volumes forced him to spread his 
library to sbc houses and evict all his tenants. No 
one ever woke Boulard again with an early morn¬ 
ing complaint about insufficient heat. And don’t 
believe all the bad talk about poor Ulric Fugger 
of Augsburg, chamberlain to Pope Paul IV, who 
bought so many books his family got him de¬ 
clared mentally incompetent. Sure, he died of 
melancholy in 1584, but it’s still Ulric you re¬ 
member, not his brother, Mort. 

Book buying, in short, is always intelligent, 
never shameful, even at holiday time. If you 
want to add a medieval touch to your gift, try 
inscribing an anathema, one of the book curses 
scribes used to add to protect their goods. An 
easy one, especially for luxury gifts, comes from 
a manuscript in the monastery of Monte Cassino: 
“Quisquis quern tetigerit /Sit illi iota manus” 
(Please wash your hands / before touching this 
book”). 

My favorite, though, comes from a manu¬ 
script that belonged to Jean d’Orleans: 

Whoever steals this book 
Will hang on a gallows in Paris 
And, if he isn’t hanged, he’ll drown. 

And if he doesn’t drown, he’ll roast. 

And if he doesn’t roast, a worse end 
will befall him.

ENDER’S GAME 
Orson Scott Card 

In “Ender’s Game” by Orson Scott Card, 
children are the hope of the future; indeed, the 
saviors of earth from an alien race known as 
“buggers'.” As a result, children are forced to 
grow up fast, too fast, taking on adult responsi¬ 
bilities, and thinking and acting like adults way 
before they are ready. As the children come to 
learn, the buggers aren’t their worst enemies. 

Part of the children’s battle training takes 
place in the form of playing video games. As 
they play, they learn war strategy and discipline. 
But in the end, they find that their game playing 


does much more than hone their fighting skills. 

In Ender Wiggins case, the computer-gen¬ 
erated game he plays psychoanalyzes him, then 
gives him more difficult obstacles to overcome 
(try “end of the world,” for example). At Battle 
School, Ender’s studies consume him, as Battle 
School is designed to do, and he seldom thinks 
about his family. Not that her really misses 
them. Well, most of them. In the meantime, 
the older Wiggin siblings covertly wreak havoc 
with the adults on Earth, proving Ender is not 
the only smart egg in the family. 

Card’s science fiction effort won him Hugo 
and Nebula Awards, two of the highest honors 
in sci-fi writing. Yet the basic story stems from 
very real situations encountered today. The Bat¬ 
tle School teachers are military junkies, getting 
their highs from breaking the children in a brutal 
version of boot camp for tots, sacrificing the 
individual for the good of many while justifying 
it as the humane thing to do, and expressing a 
propensity towards a “might is right” mindset. 
Card doesn’t utilize the good guy/bad guy scenario 
of Star Wars to draw clear lines, even though 
the Battle School teachers advocate this “us or 
them” philosophy, leaving us to ponder who 
the truly evil ones are in this version of earth’s 
future.

No drivers’ licenses for illegal aliens 


Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy (R-Arcadia) 
introduced AB 2171 this 
week, legislation to pro¬ 
hibit illegal aliens from 
obtaining or renewing 
California drivers’ licenses. 

“Why should an in¬ 


dividual who is in the 
United States illegally be 
issued a California drivers’ 
license? Why should the 
state government provide 
illegal aliens with legal 
identification?” Mount- 
joy asked. 


Federal law prohibits 
employers from hiring 
illegal aliens. Employers 
are required to complete 
a Department of Justice 
form documenting a pros¬ 
pective employee’s legal 
status. Hiring an illegal 


alien can result in fines 
for an employer ranging 
from $250 to $10,000. 
One of the documents the 
federal government speci¬ 
fies for verifying legal 
residence is a United 
States drivers’ license. 


“To knowingly provide 
drivers’ licenses to illegal 
aliens is unconscionable,” 
Mountjoy said. • 

If congress succeeds in 
passing its motor voter 
bill, all drivers’ license 
applicants, including il¬ 


legal aliens, will be auto¬ 
matically registered to 
vote, unless they sign a 
statement saying they 
don’t want to be registered. 

“Our founding fathers 
would roll in their graves 
if they thought the predous 


American right to vote 
was so cheaply held and 
distributed without regard 
to citizenship,” Mount¬ 
joy stated. 

“It is absurd to provide 
a license and legal identi¬ 


fication to an individual 
whose presence in Cali¬ 
fornia is absolutely against 
the laws of the United 
States of America,” Mount¬ 
joy concluded. '

The other day I had a 
good conversation with a 
fellow pastor in, of all 
places, the auto air con¬ 
ditioning shop. Both of 
us had discharged systems 
in our cars, and both of 
us had enough sense to 
know that the weather is 
getting warmer. 

I noticed that he was 
reading from the Bible, 
and I asked if he was a 
pastor, adding that I am 
a pastor too. This led to 
a sharing of our views on 
the Christian ministry, 
the meaning of certain 
world events, especially 
those currently taking 
place in Russia, and the 
interpretation of various 
scriptures. 

My brother confided in 
me that he only had so 
much money to spend on 
the air job. He had al¬ 
ready conferred with his 
wife; family finances were 
tight, and even if the re¬ 
pair bill was fairly low as 
these things go, it would 
mean a close shave until 
the next paycheck. 

We were just getting in¬ 
to our fellowship when 
the counter lady came 
over and told my new 
friend that the work was 
going to cost him three 
times what had been pre¬ 
viously estimated. As he 
went over to reason with 
the service manager, in¬ 
wardly I felt strangely re¬ 
lieved, for he had a much 
newer car than mine and 


There is a psychological 
term for the feeling of re¬ 
lief we experience when 
we encounter someone 
whose situation is so bad 
that it makes our situation 
look good by comparison. 
The term is “Schaden¬ 
freude.” Even ministers 
experience this feeling. 
An example is after visit¬ 
ing someone who is very 
ill. We give a little extra 
prayer of thanks for our 
own rdatively good health. 
But clearly, this does not 
make the Top Ten Most 
Christian Feelings, does it? 

The feeling of rdief after 
comparing notes with 
others is really just one 
more form of Pharisaism. 
Remember the Pharisee 
who saw the ordinary man 
in the temple, desperately 
begging God for forgive¬ 
ness? The Pharisee’s prayer 
was smug and self-satis¬ 
fied: “Lord, I thank You 
for not having made me 
like him.” But it was the 
ordinary man, and not the 
righteous Pharisee, who 
went home justified that 
day. 

In faith as well as in 
automobile repair, there 
is always an element of 
risk. The estimate for 
my own air job turned out 
to be a cool $450. It’s the 
only thing that’s going to 
be cool about my car this 
summer.

In last Sunday’s Gos¬ 
pel, Jesus gives sight to a 
man born blind. He made 
mud with His saliva and 
smeared the man’s eyes 
with it. He then told him 
to wash in the pool of 
Siloam. When the man 
washed his eyes, he was 
able to see. 


The Pharisees looked 
at Jesus and saw only a 
troublemaker who was 
overturning their customs. 
He was guilty, in their 
judgment, of violating 
the Sabbath. They ob¬ 
jected to Him even though 
He did only good and 
never evil. By contrast, 
the man who had been 
given his sight looked at 
Jesus and saw his Savior. 

Jesus’ gift of sight to 
the man born blind is a 
symbol of the faith which 
comes to us when we are 
washed in the water of 
baptism. “There was a 
time,” St. Paul reminds 
us in the second reading, 
“when we were in dark¬ 
ness, but now we are light 
in the Lord.” This light 
in the Lord is the gift of 
faith given to us through 
baptism.

Last week Barney was 
speaking about power. 
He was dealing with the 
fact that when we were in 
trouble with life it was 
more often than not be¬ 
cause we had misplaced 
the power in our lives. 
Instead of putting it in 
Christ we placed it in the 
things of the world. He 
pointed up the fact that 
jxiwer could be a bully in 
our lives and that the “bully 
of sin” was probably the 
most pernicious and dead¬ 
ly. This week he developed 
this concept of sin a bit 
more. He began with the 
fact that the original sin 
of Adam of Eve was en¬ 
trusting the power of 
their lives to someone or 
something that was not in 
accordance with God. 
This is a volitional act on 
our part and is a spiritual 
issue. Spiritual issues al¬ 
ways, in some manner or 
form, relate to power and/ 
or power loss. More sim¬ 
ply put, the things of God 
empower us and sin is an¬ 
tithetic in that it disem- 
powers us. 

Sin is universal and is 
described as a jailor and 


us if we let it. It is sin’s 
desire to dominate and en¬ 
slave us. It is the supreme 
temptress and seduces us 
by attacking each and 
everyone’s most vulneraHe 
spot. Sin wants us to turn 
over the power of our lives 
to the forces of Satan. 
This is the same scenario 
of the “Mephistofelese” 
saga in that we’re selling 
our soul to sin or Satan. 
The result of that trans¬ 
action is pure and simple - 
death. 

Scripture has a familiar 
and wonderful verse sum¬ 
marizing this whole bat¬ 
tle: “For the wages of sin 
is death, but the gift of 
God is eternal life through 
Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
(Romans 6:23) This is the 
bottom line to the spiritual 
balance sheet. Though 
we may feel like we’re 
winning in following the 
ungodly path, we must 
never forget that God 
writes the last line. If 
we’re wise, we’ll make 
sure that God places His 
signature under our life 
story and this is accom¬ 
plished by accepting Christ 
as our personal Savior.

For the wages of sin is 
death, but the gift of God 
is eternal life in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. - Romans 
6:23. 

It seems that each day 
of our life brings with it a 
multiplicity of choices - 
each decision altering our 
life’s course to some de¬ 
gree. Yet, in reality, these 
choices can be much easier 
to make if we realize that 
each of us has two, and 
only two, prototypes from 
which we can choose to 
follow. The first proto¬ 
type is Adam, the proto¬ 


type of sin. The other is 
Jesus, the prototype of 
righteousness. 

Each of us suffers the 
punishment of Adam not 
simply because of Adam’s 
disobedience but because 
we are flesh and blood 
and are enslaved by sin. 
As Paul points out in his 
letter to the church at 
Rome, “There is no on 
righteous, not even one.” 
(Romans 3:10) In other 
words, we have all sinned 
and fallen short of the 
glory of God. (Romans 
3:23) 


During this Lenten sea¬ 
son, each of us must ex¬ 
amine our own soul and 
decide which prototype 
we choose to follow. On 
the cross, Jesus - God, 
the Son - took all of our 
sins upon himself and 
went through Hell for you 
and me so that we could 
escape that terrible pun¬ 
ishment. Through the 
sacrifice of His Son, God 
offers us the gift of eter¬ 
nal life. This is not some¬ 
thing we deserve nor is it 
something we can earn on 
our own. It is offered to 


us by a loving and for¬ 
giving God, the Father, 
who, through the Holy 
Spirit, leads us to make 
the choice to accept it. 
God would lead us all to 
make the decision to ask 
Jesus into our hearts, ac¬ 
cepting Him as our Lord 
and Savior, loving Him, 
and choosing to follow 
Him the rest of our lives. 

Without Christ at the 
center of our lives, we are 
left with only our own 
strength - the strength of 
the old Adam - and we 
will fail.

“Isn’t It Romantic” 
by Wendy Wasserstein, 
currently at the Pasadena 
Playhouse, is another 
of the author’s excursions 
into the complex world 
of modern women. This 
time it’s about Janine 
Blumberg (Wendie Jo 
Sperber), a Jewish girl 
who has moved away from 
her unconventional moth¬ 
er and her conventional 
father, but still feels the 
pressure to “find a nice 
Jewish boy.” It is also 
about her former college 
roommate, Harriet Corn¬ 
wall (Veanne Cox), whose 
mother is a successful bus¬ 
iness executive; Harriet 
fully expects to follow her 
high-heeled footsteps. 

Both girls want it all - 
home, children, career - 
and both come to wonder 
if it’s possible, no matter 
what the magazines say. 
The play watches them 
for six months as they 
experiment with relation¬ 
ships and independence 
and self-respect. 

The play is a series of 
vignettes, capsules of con¬ 
versations. Each one 


could stand alone in its 
exploration of some as¬ 
pect of parents, other 
women, men and self. 
Much of it is funny, much 
of it is touching as com¬ 
promises must be made 
and priorities must be 
established. 

“Isn’t It Romantic” 
plays through May 2. 

“A Noise Within” is 
the unusual name of a 
group of actors who have 
built an excellent reputa¬ 
tion in the last two years 
by producing classics with 
dependable expertise.

is delightfully young and 
comic. Jennifer Parker 
steals scenes as the earthy 
Nurse and Eric David 
Johnson can make Mer- 
cutio’s nonsense sing. 
Kevin Biggerstaff as Friar 
Lawrence provides a wel¬ 
come note of sanity amidst 
the emotional turmoil. 

The actors manage to 
get laughs at every op¬ 
portunity, and there are 
many, which contrasts 
sharply with the senseless 


tragedy of the story. 

This is Shakespeare 
jhat no one could possibly 
sleep through, with an 
evocative original score by 
Kem Hauge. 

A complete opposite 
is Thornton Wilder’s subtle 
and imaginative tribute 
to turn-of-the-century 
New Hampshire, “Our 
Town.” In this case the 
role of the Stage Manager, 
who sets up the story and 
introduces the people of 
Grovers Corners is played 
by Dorothy Strang as a 
welcoming hostess. The 
fragmentary story and the 
ambiance are achieved 
by a large and skillful 
cast. Emotions are re¬ 
strained, dutiful behavior 
is taken for granted; it’s 
a trip into the past. These 


people appreciate each 
other and the gentle world 
they live in. 

Julia Rodriguez and 
Jeff Elliot direct. 

These two plays are 
performed on a varying 
schedule. In another week 
or so, Shaw’s “Man and 
Superman” joins them.

leisure services, engineering and planning services, 
and administrative and financial services. 

At the budget meeting a week ago, the council 
also discussed city-wide assessment districts which 
might include library and recreation, public safety, 
and street and lighting maintenance. Also discussed 
were raising fees and permits, and reorganization and 
downsizing the local government. 

So far, what has city staff done to lower expenses? 
The operating budget has been reduced by $137,000. 
One police officer has been cut as well as one from 
the public works department. The library has removed 
a part-time secretary. 

Mayor Adams explained that with the 12 police 
officers working, that leaves “five people to get around- 
the clock coverage. That includes three shifts in a 24- 
hour day, plus two to cover holidays. We have over 
two people per shift per day.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea pointed out that 
the city would save $386,000 annually if the library 
were closed, and $368,000 if the parks and recreation 
department were closed. However, he said, the latter 
generates most of what it spends in the summer rec¬ 
reation programs. 

What do we do now? The City Council asks res¬ 
idents to submit their ideas, to give input to the coun¬ 
cil. By calling city hall at 355-7135, residents can ob¬ 
tain City Council members’ phone numbers.

within the city will not be subject to a Congestion 
Management Program analysis since residential projects 
are exempt and would contain less than 25,000 square 
feet of floor area, not requiring an EIR. 

In other news, the council affirmed the action of 
the Planning Commission on Feb. 18, when the com¬ 
mission granted variances to construct a new two- 
story single family dwelling at 773 Woodland Dr. 
Municipal Code requires that the l635-sq. ft. home 
be of a minimum of 1250 square feet in size which 
forces him to build a two-story structure.

Jim Nardini from CWA 
said that the “camp” was 
a successful one and from 
all of the input the archi¬ 
tects now have a concep¬ 
tual arrangement for both 
the remodeling of the exist¬

15,000 sq. ft. 

Students as well as senior 
citizens expressed concern 
about noise levels in the 
library, according to Nar¬ 
dini, who said that study 
areas are being considered. 
He also pointed out that 
key to the noise problem 
is the placement of tables. 

Many of the people who 
just wandered into the 
“design camp” were cur¬ 
ious, just wanting to know 
what was happening, while 
others, who were energy 
conscious, expressed con¬ 
cern about lighting, Nar¬ 
dini explained. It was 
pointed out that much of 


the remodeling would be 
done to comply with the 
Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act. 

The next step in the 
project will be a formal 
report presented by the 
architectural firm to the 
library committee, library 
board and city council. 
It is anticipated that it 
will take approximately 
12 months before the proj¬ 
ect would go out to bid 
and another 14-16 months 
for construction, accord¬ 
ing to Nardini, who added 
that the construction 
would take place in two 
phases so that the library 
would remain open.
